Organization Deals Primarily 


in Regulating Non-academic 
Matters 


Madison—W)—Aiming to acquaint 


parents of prospective University of 
"Wisconsin students with the function- 
ings of the Women's Self-Government 
assiciation, an organization lending 
helpful assistance to incoming stu- 
dents, authorities supervising coed ac- 
tivities in cooperation with student 
leaders have isrued a statement out- 
lining the association's -work. 


The Women's Self-Government asso- 


ciation at Wisconsin is an organiza- 
tion dealing primarily in the regula- 
tion of non-academic matters concern- 
ing the women of Wisconsin, accord- 
Ing to Miss Susan B. Davis, assistant 
to the dean of men in charge of fresh- 
men women. There is no corresponding 
organization for university men. 


"W. S. G. A. goes on the "assumption 
that it is dealing with women here at 
the university, each of whom has her 
code of ideals ty which she conducts 
herself,".Miss Alice Brown, St. Louis, 
Mo., president of the association this 
year. W. S. G. A. assumes that this 
code is one which excludes all those 
things which are not lovely according 
to one's ideal of a Wisconsin woman. 
Therefore it has established only those 
rules governing a college woman's 
way of life wlrch have' been found 
necessary. 


The folio /ing is a list of the stand- 


ing rules established and enforced in 
conjunction with the Dean of Women': 
office: 


1. All girls of the University are re- 


quired to leave all parties at 12 o'clock 
except "formal" parties, when they 
shall leave at 1 o'clock. 


2. No woman at the University shall 


attend mid-week parties without the 
sanctions of the University, authori- 
ties. 


3. All women students 
living in 


rooming houses, dormitories or not 
residents in their own homes shall be 
required to observe the model house 
rules of the Women's Self-Government 
association. 


Every house having three or more 


•undergraduate women living in it is 
required to organize and elect a house 
president who is then a member of the 
W. S. G. A. board. The house mother 
and the house president are respon- 
sible for the girls in her house. Closing 
hours for all houses are 10:30 p. m. 
from Sunday to Thursday, and 11 p. 
m. on Friday and Saturday nights and 
on evenings before holidays. Late per- 
mission may be received for 12:30 from 
the house mother for parties if the girl 
signs a slip stating where she is going.

WHEN THE MACHINE FAILS 


Here's a comical story. The medical staff of a, 


small 
hospital 
was holding its regular monthly 


meeting when a call came for the pulmotor. First 
there was some delay in finding where tho machine 
was kept. And when somebody did find it, the mn- 
chine was out of order. So the doctors discussed the 
situation in the best professional manner. One of 
them, a man of dignity and weight, said he had 
understood there was some other method of arti- 
ficial respiration which had been found as effective 
as a machine, and none of the other learned doctors 
of the hospital staff—(this Is part of the joke, for it 
does seem that pull, social standing, lodge member- 
ship and about everything else but 
professional 


ability brings the hospital staff appointments)—no 
other member of this hospital staff knew anything 
about artificial respiration, or if any member did 
know ho dared not raise his voice after the grand 
mogul had presented his view. So they appointed 
a committee to study the subject . 'It begins to be 
comical now. We doctors, in convention assembled, 
are forever appointing committees to look into the 
subject. If 50 of us get together, and 
•$£> have al- 


ready had a good look into the subject, we never- 
theless appoint a committee if the man who has 
not troubled to look happens to be a man of dignity 
and weight. That's the way we run our medical 
societies). 


No machine or device as yet invented is as V- 


fective as the Schafer or prone pressure method 
of 
artificial respiration. 
By this simple manual 


method, which not only every doctor but every 
man, woman and child should know how to per- 
form, more air can be caused to enter the lungs 
than by any other method known. The mechanical 
device or machine fails for several reasons: First, 
t is never right at hand and perhaps life is sacri- 
ficed if the bystander waits a minute or two for 
the machine to be brbught. Second, i,t is likely lo 
be out of order when needed, and it requires some 
one who knows how to run it, and the expert may 
not be at hand when needed. Third, it is not with- 
out danger. 


Dr. Yandell Henderson is acknowledged to be the 


foremost 
authority 
on this subject, and he has 


found that the prone pressure or manual method 
s superior to any other method or mechanical de- 
vice, and he advises its immediate application in 
any emergency calling for resuscitaion. Dr. Hender- 
son does advocate the use of oxygen' wiffi 5 per 
cent of carbon dioxide gas in cases of carbon mon- 
oxide poisoning, and the accurate mixture of these 
gasses and the administration of the mixture by 
artificial respiration requires the use of suitable gas 
jags or other mechanical device. 


A good many towns have purchased mechanical 


equipment for 
such artificial respiration or re- 


suscitation work .in emergencies, when, were these 
towns well advised, they should rather take pains 
to see that every school child is properly instructed 
n applying the prone pressure method.

hope I'll do it where there's a Boy Scout handy to 
save me, before some one telephones a hospital 
staff 
or some officious yap comes along with a 


spectacular breathing machine.

EFFORTS TO CHANGE 
INAUGURATION DATE 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN 


Washington, I>. • C.—Present indica- 


tions are that the outstanding figure 
of the next session of Congress will 
be George W. TSTorris, a Senator from 
Nebraska. 


Mr. ^jorris previously mt,<l- quite a 


stir in the world when he led the op- 
position which succeeded in deposing 
Mr. Speaker Cannon who, up until 
that time was known as the czar of 
the House of Representatives. 
Mr. 


Xorris, then a member of the House, 
organized a fight against the Speaker 
which resulted in a, change in the 
rules and the hsackling of air. Can- 
non. Thereafter Mr. Norris went to 
the Senate. 


The contest which the Nebraska 


Senator now is organizing, revolves 
around the date of the presidential in- 
auguration and the convening of the 
•Congress. For seven years Mr. Nor- 
rig has been striving to have Congress 
adopt' a" ConstitutioTtal amendment al- 
tering the date of the Inauguration 
from March 4 to a day in January. 
Also he is of the opinion that a newly 
elected Congress should come into of- 
fice much sooner than now is provid- 
ed for. At present a Congress elected 
in November does not take office until 
the first Monday in December of the 
following year. 


It is the theory of a representative 


form of government that the legisla- 
tive body should be responsive to the 
will of the people. 
Senator Norris 


takes tho position that when more 
than a year elapses between the time 
of the election of Representatives and 
the time they actually take office and 
begin functioning, the will of the peo- 
ple is in danger of being defeated. 
He points out that in a. country such 
as the United States, where events 
of great importance occur often with 
startling rapidity, the whole- situation 
which called for the election of a cer- 
tain type of Congress may be com- 
pletely altered. 
' For instance, a Congress was elect 
eel in the autumn of 1926. 
Before 


the Representatives chosen to repre 
sent their districts took their seats 
tho old Congress had declared war on 
Germany. 
The Constitution provides 


that Congress alone has power to de 
clare war but, in part at least, 1 
was an oli Congress,- many member:

LAME DUCK CONGRESS 


The old Congresses have long been 


known in American politics by the 
nickname of lame duck Congresies 
and the members who continue to sit 
until adjournment although their suc- 
cessors have been elected are termed 
ame ducks.

old Congress has been controlled by 
one party while the Congress which 
has been elected but not yet seated 
s to be controlled by the opposing 
party. 
This results in a legislative 


vaste for the old Congress will enact 
aws in accordance witfi its political 
xjlicies in its dying hours only to see 
hem repealed by the incoming Con- 
gress in a few months or perhaps 
veeks later. 


The situation regarding the inaugu 


ration of the President is* not quite so

an end but that his acts still were 
authorized would take advantage of 
his remaining days to make personal 
appointments and 
perhaps commit, 


acts designed to enrich himself at the 
expense of the state.

TION SLOW 


Thp reason for the 'long interval be- 


tween the election and taking office 
of Congress and the President goes 
back to the days of the framing of 
the Constitution. There were no rail- 
roads in the country then and rela- 
tively fe wroads, 
especially in the

they -were unimproved, merely dirt 
trails through the woods.

BULLETIN TELLS HOW 


TOJGLLCORN BORER 


Recent field experiments conducted 


by the United States Department of 
Agriculture have demonstrated the 
value and necessity of plowing under 
cornstalks and corn refuse and other 
plant debris as a means of corn-borer 
control. This method leaves the borers 
without adequate winter quarters, 
with the result that most of them 
finally perish, either being ea'en by 
birds, beetles, or ants, or killed by 
various parasites or by exposure to -the 
w ather. 


The use of plows with wide bottoms 


and a. chain or wire to aid in burying 
all debris is an important help in do- 
ing a clean job. It is important that 
the material turned 
under n t be 


dragged up by later cultivation. 


In the experiments, i hore the stalks 


were poled down and plowed under, as 
high as 97 per cent of the borers were 
killed., The. disking of cornfields gave 
very unsatisfactory results. This prac- 
tice, says the .department, will have to 
be discontinued if effectix-e control of 
the corn borer is to be achieved.

Rot Has Already Attacked 


Spuds in North Central 
Area, Expert Warns

ho state potato crop is under way to 
ieternfino the extent of damage in- 
•urred by dry rot, Prof. R. E. Vaughn, 
•>lant pathologist, of the agricultural 
•chool at the University of \VIsconsin 
'ssued a statement describing methods 
o be used by farmers, in preventing 
•tirhter loss by the destructive fun- 
tus. 


Already the rot is known to have 
ttacked crops over a widespread area 
» the- north central area of the state, 
:o said, but only through careful sort- 
ing of the farmers will the exact 
amount of damage be determined. If

buried In a deep pit conditions will 
bo favorable for atmospheric deteri- 
oration and further rot, he declared. 


BUUT IN SHALLOW PIT 


After carefully 
sorting the crop 


they should bo placed in a shallow 
pit and covered with dirt and straw, 
he said, in order to keep the potatoes 
from "sweating." causing the rot to 
spread. 
Beginning near the outer 


side of the potato, the rot or late 
blight, gradually works inward caus- 
ing the "dry rot" and ensuring loss 
of a great part of the crop. 


If allowed to stand in the shallow 


pit for from ten days to two weeks, 
the potatoes will bo in a good shape 
for the deep bins,. Prof. Vaughn said. 
Through mechanical injuries or bruis- 
es on the 
vegetable, the 
dry rot 


spreads from one potato to another 
causing a general-fungi infected, con- 
dition in the stored vegetables. 


PLAN DRAINING FACILITIES
